effective consent of the owner, namely, by deception, and with intent to deprive the 
owner of the property, and the said Roger Galvan was then and there a public servant, 
namely, a Calhoun County Commissioner, and such property appropriated had 
theretofore come into Roger Galvan’s custody, possession, or control by virtue of his

status as such a public ser\'ant; 
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and it is further presented in and to said Court that all of the said amounts were obtained 
pursuant to one scheme or continuing course of conduct, and the aggregate value of the 
property obtained was $100,000 or more but less than $200,000,
